No resolution readied by house 
in audience-participation debate 

A high level of audience participation complimented last night's parliamentary debate on 
one of the most Important Issues facing Canada today. .' 




The house agreed with a mo- 
tion presented by a speaker from 
the audience that no vote be talcen 
on the motion "because of the in- 
herent 'weaknesses in the wording 
o£ the. topic and because; of -the 
excellence of the major speakers 
in exposing their respective argu- 
ments." 

Fctcr Blaikio and Peter White 
of McGill debated for the negative 
against the affirmative -team of 
François Loriot and Richard Pou- 
liot of the University of Montreal 
on the. topic : "llesolved that the 
Constitution of Canada be revised 
In order to permit French-Cana- 
dians to be equal partners in Con- 
federation, economically, politic- 
ally and culturally." 

Legal definition 

The negative team concerned It- 
self with-a legal definition of the 
topic,^ whereas their French-Cana- 
.dian opponents viewed It from a 
political aspect. 

L 0 r i 0 1, ' the first . affirmative 
speaker, maintained Uiat a change 
of the Constitiition was the only 
proposition ' acceptable to French- 
Canadians, and if revised adequate- 
ly, would satisfy most of French- 
< Canada as -well as the minority 
national groups. 

"Equality Is the essential word," 
he said. "For the French have al- 
ways bad. second-rate roles in gov- 



ernment, hi. the armed forces, and 
in industry." 

Pouliot, Ids confrère, maintained 
uiat~ Canada must take a look at 
what is now occurring In Quebec 
— "a cultural revolution having 
numerous political and economic 
implications." 

Cultural revolution 
Blaikie, the first negative speak- 
er, felt that equal partnership in 
Confederation can . be obtained 
without constituUonal change. 

"These are changes in fact, not 
changes in law," he said. "They 
must be organized, springing from 
the community and not from legis-' 
laUon." 

Blaikie admitted that discrimin- 
ation, in business and Industry can 
be found and felt that something 
should be done to rectify this, but 
did not believe that constitutional 
revision could be effective. 

Peter White, the second negative 
speaker, believed that "the pre- 
vious arguments were emotional, 
not logical; political, not legal." 
"The negative agrees that French 
and EngUshlmiutdbecoine^equal 



partners," he said, "but that the 
revision of the Constitution is not 
the solution." 

"The English-speaking Canadians 
must understand and respect the 
grievances and wishes of the 
French," he concluded, "Mutual 
good will of the two partners is 
the only path to complete equal- 
ity."

The object of the programme, 
said Oliver, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, is to provide greater in- 
centive to further studies on 
French Canada. 

The needs and interests of under- 
graduates, . graduate students and 
the general public will be served 
by the programme. Third and 
fourth year undergraduates will be 
able to concentrate on French Can- 
ada in most of their courses, in- 
cluding political science, economics 
and the Romance languages. 
Mainly for graduates' 

The programme is directed most- 
ly to the graduate student and Is 



intended to make McGlil a centre 
of advanced study and original re- 
search. As well, a scries of public 
lectures on French Canada will be 
sponsored in collaboration with 
the Extension Department of the 
University. 

Members of the existing depart- 
ments' staff will conduct the pro- 
.grammc. Dr. Oliver explained, and 
credit for the courses will be given 
on a departmental basis. Students 
will be allowed to specialize in 
French Canada. as a field, but will 
not be able to obtain a degree in

Widely performed 

"WalUng for Godot," which has 
been performed in' more than 
twenty languages, made its author, 
Samuel Beckett, an international 
figure as leader of the Theatre 
of the Absurd. 

It has little, if any, plot, but 



essentially, it is the story of two 
tramps who wait by the roadside 
for a Mr. Godot to arrive. The 
identity of Mr. Godot is never 
made clear. Lucky, a sort of slave, 
and Pozzo, his master, 'enter, have 
a seemingly-meaningless discus- 
sion, and leave. 

At the end of the first act, a 
boy enters to say that Godot will 
not arrive today, but he will surely 
come tomorrow. The second act is 
a structural repetition of the first, 
but the meaning Is in a new light. 

The meaning of the ploy has 
been hotly debated ever since it 
was written, and no two people 
agree on its significance. It has 
been of great interest to theatre- 
goers because, as a principal work 
of the Theatre of the Absurd mo* 
vemcnt, it presents a new approach 
to the complexities of modem 
life. As well, its abundance of 
comedy, lyric dialogue, .'and corn* 
passion are attractive and'seen In 
all its characterizations.

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Elections again 



When SEC nomînaiions were being called for, we 
pointed out how important the function of an SEC 
niembec is, and we mentioned some of the qualities 
a good representative must have. 

Today the various representatives will be chosen, 
and If the election runs true to form, only about 
40% of those eligible will vote. Taking into consider- 
oitlon that the successful 'candidates will be respons- 
ible for expenditures of about two hundred thousand 
dollars and will form part of that organization which 
represents McGill students to the rest of the world, this 
percentage is far too small. 

We could, at this point, repeat the worn cliches 
about Voting for "the candidate of your chpice", about 
getting "the candidates you deserve", and ail the 
rest. Each of them has a certain amount of merit, 
but from having printed them in editorials for too 
• many years, we know that they have little effect. 

We don't expect any significant change from 
previous years in the number who vote. Many will 
be too busy to exercise their franchise, and many 
wiil'not even realize that an election is taking place. 
Still others may want to vote, but will balk at the 
idea . of having a hole pierced in their unsullied 
student cards. A very few will perhaps decide after 
careful consideration that they, cannot make up their 
minds among the various candidates, and so will 
not vote. 

To those of you Who have the courage to be in 
the minority, and who actually care about who is 
representing you on Council, we offer our sincerest 
congratulations. 

Nationali^education 

^ Yesterday the House of Commons in Ottawa passed a 
blir giving Quebec two hundred million dollars for aid to 
technical schools. This has raised afresh the thorny problemi. 
Involved with federal aid to education, which constitutionally 
Is strictly a provincial maHep. 

Of special'inlerest Is the stand token by Douglas Fisher 
(NDP — Port Arthur), who has reiterated his support for o 
nation-wide education plan. He proposes it in the name of 
equal educational and training opportunities .for all Cana- 
dians. , • 

The main opposition to stfth a scheme has come and will 
continus to come from Quebec. Even though Quebec stands 
in as grave need -of more technical schools as any part of 
the country, It is nevertheless running completely counter to 
the current trend toward recognizing biculturalism even "to 
consider d system of national education at this time. 

We shall not accuse Mr. Fisher of advocating a standard-' 
ized school curriculum throughout tha country, because such 
an idea Is so ridiculous as to be rejectod by even the most 
Ignorant and bigoted of the English Canadians. Even if he is 
suggesting a much less rigid system of Federal control, how- 
ever, Mr, Fisher Is treading on dangerous ground. 

In the first place, thé proposal Is unconstitutional. Also, 
while many of Quebec's problems 'are the direct result of 
inadequate and misguided education' in the past, if by no 
means follows that the cure is to impose on Quebec an edu- 
cational system similar to that found in tho rest of Canada, 
^j^i^jn, short, this and many other' of our bicultural problems 
^.wootd be much better dealt with if responsible people did not 
Insist onr putting forward solutions which will benefit their 
own side to the possible detriment of the country as a whole.

2 - EDUCATION (Part 3) 

To tell the truth we werie expecting the Bishops to make a mess of things, it happened 
during the early port of September with an air of well-being in purple robes. 

One hour earlier, the defenders of Bill 60 . ware clapping their hands, happy that the 
clergy did not Interfere with a series of omeiidmehts meant to denature the. bill as only they 
ore capable of doing. 



One hour later, with a few 
exceptions, there was nothing 
more than a horde grovelling 
before tho authority of the 
Bishops who were proud to see 
that the "great ones" o£ this 
wortd knew well how to bow 
before them. After nil did not 
Vcuillot say that the man is 
only great when on his knees. 

The implications which flow 
from Bill CO were accompanied 
by fear; those who were the 
fiery defenders of the original 
version have suddenly become 
no less the defenders of the 
mutilated version. 

Nevertheless the result comes 
down to the same thing. Bill 
60 may be passed — this is by 
no means certain — but if it 
passes it will be with amend* 
mentâ, mPOSED by the Bi- 
shops on a government which 
fears like the plague to be cal- 
led anti-clerical, designed to 
preserve the "wavering faith" 
of our students. 

The Bishops had a good hand 
to play. They gave strong proof 
of their courage : for the fu-st 
time -r- or nearly the first — 
. they opened the matter up for 
analyst, without having had, at 
the beginning, to bribe influen- 
tial men for their support of 
the voices of the Mitred ones. 

At thesametimehowever,they 
demonstrated that the spirit of 
the Québécois was the same as 



that of a herd of cattle. The 
fear of reprisals was under- 
standably great, because only 
the students — who today re- 
present, in toto, only a poten- 
tial for the future — really 
dare to raise their voices. 
Others take shelter behind safe 
statements, when they don't 
Just hide behind even safer' si- 
lence. 

One can easily explain this 
malignant Influence of the 
Bishop on a. parish or diocest 
where there are no university 
students. One can easily explain 
why people without education

The forests of early French

serious discussions.

out on the sidewalk of Pine Avenue, are 
often very serious. The services at 
these meetings are simple — Baha'is 
have no professional clergy and services, 
even in the larger shrines, are not ela- 
borate. There la no ritual or liturgy. 

The twenty-five or thirty Baha'is who 
attend .services in Montreal usually 
gather for worship at least twice a week, 
on Sundays and Thursdays. The entire 
Montreal membership often shows .up 
for the Sunday services, which are held 
In the central, and largest, room of the 
shrine. 

They sit in straight-backed chairs 
to pray, meditate, and listen to readings 
from the Sacred Scriptures of the Baha'i 
Faith and the other eight world religions; 
Sometimes one of the more talented be- 
lievers plays suitable classical selections 
on the piano which Is always standing in 
the comer of the room, and. of ten there

On Thursday a somewhat smaller 
group usually gathers in the salon. They 
take thehr places in chairs around the 
table, on the windowseat, and on the 
straight-backed settee, which would re- 
semble a church pew without Its gold- 
embroidered upholstery, which stands 
against the wall. 

Meetings; usually begin around 8:30 
pm. A member of the group reads a short 
selection chosen more or less at random 
from any one of the Baha'l books of 
prayer. (Two of the prayers of the Bab 
are reproduced elsewhere on this page.) 

The little gathering maintains a me- 
ditative silence for some seconds after 
the prayer is read. Then the speaker for 
the evening addresses an informal dis- 
sertation to the nine or ten who have 
gathered to worship, which is followed 
by a general discussion of the points the 
speaker haâ brought up, and — refresh- 
ments prepared in the tidy kitchen at the 
back of the house. Often these gather- 
ings last as late as eleven o'clock, al- 
though their format is fluid and the 
Baha'is do not always follow the same 
agenda. 

One evening, Patrick Lapierre, a mem- 
ber of Baha'l who is also, incidentally, 
■ French-Canadian, tried taping the pro- 
ceedings as an experiment. Quick, dark, 
and vivacious, Patrick puts in active 
service in the Baha'i Faith by living and 
teaching on the Caughnawaga Reserva- 
tion, where Baha'is number about thir- 
teen among the Indians. Over thirty 
percent of all Canadian Baha'is are 
American Indians or Esquimaux. 

The speaker whoso remaries were re- 
corded on tape, Betty Frost, chose to 
discuss the origins of the Baha'i Faith. 
Mrs. Frost, occasionally glancing at a 
written text of her speech, but mostly 
relying on a loving familiarity with the 
history and precepts of her faith, ad- 
mitted that the topic was really too 
broad to be encompassed in an evening. 

In brief, however the Baha'i Faith Is 
based upon twelve important and uni- 
versal principles: 

the unity of mankind, . 

Independent Investigation of truth, 

one foundation for all religions, 

religion as the cause of unity, 

religion In accord with science and 
reason, 
«; equality^ of the sexesV' 
: I Ignorance of prejudice, 

universal peace, 
' universal education, 

the spiritual solution of the économie 
problems of mankind, 

• universal language, 
' .. and «n International tribunal. ^ 

These teachings, Baha'is believe, must 



be affhrmed not only by faith,- but by ac- 
tion, and that "the intellectual percep- 
tion of these truths must be clothed 
and animated by the sphrit." 

It all began over one hundred years 
ago; in Persia. A young man known as. 
the Bab (it means Gate) proclaimed 
that he had come to announce the arrival 
of , a prophet who would preach peace 
and brotherhood and the unity of man- 
kind. For expressing this doctrine the 
Bab was put to' death in 1850, along with 
thousands of his followers, by the Per- 
sian aiithorlties, who were of course 
staunch Moslems. 

His death was. shortly followed by the 
arrival of Baha'uHah, the prophet 
whose- coming- the Bab had foretold. It 
was Baha'uHah who brought the prind-

pics to the people, for which he also 
suffered hnprisonment, and his son 
Abdu'l-Baha who carried the faith of 
his father and prophet across the world, 
and Into Canada. The house on Pine 
Avenue is the only place in Montreal 
which 'Abdu'l-Baha visited, and the 
upstairs chamber where he slept is pre- 
served as a separate shrine fçr private 
prayer and meditation by the Montreal 
Baha'is. 

One of the most basic of Baha'i doc- 
trines is that "the essence of God is 
unknowable". The Supremo Being can 
be understood only through his attri- 
butes; since God is the centre of all 
good, everything that is good, like love, 
devotion, tolerance; comes from God. 
God Insofar as man can comprehend 
Him is revealed to mankind through 
various Manifestations, different in dif- 
ferent ages, expressing the Will of God 
for that age. 

The Hindus' Krishna, Moses, Zoroas- 
ter, Gautama Buddha, Jesus Christ, Mo- 
hammed, and of course, the Bab and 
Baha'u'llah, were all Manifestations, and 
all presented equally valid interpreta- 
tions of God's will, although in each age 
the teachings of a new prophet super- 
seded those of the one before. 

The Bab and Baha'u'llah are actually 
extraordinary links in this chain of 
manifestations, in that both made them- 
selves known to man within such a 
short space of time, and in the samo 
country. 'Abdu'l-Baha, however, was not 
a true Manifestation, merely a very Good 
Man. 

In two thousand years, the Baha'is 
predict confidently, comes another Ma- 
nifestation to renew certain principles 
and express others which will then be 
timely. "For," said Mrs. Frost, "if today 
we have so much difficulty in accepting 
peopio with skins or facial characteris- 
tics slightly different from our own, just 
think of the problems that will arise 
when we are called upon to assimilate 
people from other planets." By that 
time, Baha'is believe, we will have defi- 
nitely come in contact with the other 
worlds of God.
